Residents 
claim town is 
ground zero 
for swine flu

LA GLORIA, Mexico The people in this town of 
3,000 high in the Veracruz mountains believe 
their community is ground zero for the swine 
flu epidemic, even if health officials deny it. 

The town is home to Mexico’s earliest 
confirmed case of swine flu, a young boy who 
was among more than 450 residents who 
complained of respiratory problems. They 
blame contamination spread by pig waste at 
nearby breeding farms co-owned by a U.S. 
company But the company says it found no 
sign of swine flu on its farms, and Mexican 
authorities haven’t determined how or where 
the swine flu outbreak began. 

As early as February, residents began com- 
plaining of unusually strong flu symptoms. 
They blamed a farm that lies upwind, five 
miles to the north. By late March, roughly 
one-sixth of the community of 3,000 began 
suffering from severe respiratory infections. 

Mexican health officials downplayed claims 
that the epidemic could have started in La 
Gloria, noting that of 30 mucous samples 
taken from respiratory patients there, only 
4-year-old Edgar Hernandez’s came back 
positive. Still, Jose Luis Martinez, a 34-year- 
old resident of La Gloria, said he made the 
connection the minute he learned about the 
outbreak on the news and heard a description 
of the symptoms: fever, coughing, joint aches, 
severe headache and, in some cases, vomiting 
and diarrhea. 

“When we saw it on the television, we said 
to ourselves, ‘This is what we had,’ ” he said

Trio cleared in off-duty 
beating at West Loop bar

A Chicago police 
sergeant and two 
officers were acquit- 
ted Tuesday in con- 
nection with the 
off-duty beating of 
several patrons at a 
West Loop bar in 
December 2006, 

Following a bench 
trial several weeks 
ago, Circuit Judge 
Thomas Gainer Jr, 
found Sgt, Jeffery 
Planey and Officers 
Gregory Barnes and 
Paul Powers not guilty 
of aggravated battery 
charges in the attack 
at the Jefferson Tap 
and Grille. 

The judge also acquitted Planey of obstruc- 
tion of justice and official misconduct for 
allegedly waving away on-duty police respond- 
ing to a silent alarm from the bar. Security 
video was central to the prosecution case, but 
only Planey was caught on the tape getting 
physical with one victim. 

Coming after the videotaped beating of a 
female bartender in another tavern by an off- 
duty officer, news of the Jefferson Tap beatings 
and the department’s handling of the investi- 
gation contributed to the early retirement of 
Chicago Police Supt. Philip Cline, 

The courtroom was packed with doz- 
ens of Chicago police officers when Gainer 
announcedhis verdict. Three of the four alleged 
victims —Aaron Gilfand, Adam Mastrucci and 
Scott Lowrance— sat in the front row 
Gainer was brief in his comments, saying he 
had reviewed all the testimony at trial as well as 
security videotapes and audio from a 911 call, 
“After doing all of that, I have come to the 
conclusion that the state has failed to meet its 
burden in the charges against these men,” he

A student at the University of Notre 
Dame has Indiana’s first confirmed 
case of swine flu, state and university 
officials said Tuesday 
State Health Commissioner Judy 
Monroe said the infected student 
is “doing well” and has not suffered 
any serious complications from the 
swine flu virus. She released no addi- 
tional information, declining to say 
whether the student at the school in 
South Bend is a man or woman, 
“The student has fully recovered 
and is in good health after suffer- 
ing flu symptoms and becoming iU 
last week,” a statement from Notre 
Dame said. 

State epidemiologists are investi- 
gating how the young adult became 
infected and hope to have answers 
within a few days, Monroe said. 

She said the person had not 
recendy traveled to the flu’s epicen- 
ter, Mexico, 

“We don’t know if this individual 
perhaps had contact with someone 
who had recendy traveled to Mexico 
— that’s the investigation that has to 
take place,” Monroe said, promising 
to “share detailed information” as it 
becomes available, 

Notre Dame said the student had 
sought treatment April 22 at the 
school’s student health center and 
a culture sample was taken and sent 
to state health officials for analysis. 
Two days later, the school was noti- 
fied that the virus may have been 
swine flu— a determination the 
GDC confirmed Monday, 

Some 68 swine flu infections 
have been identified so far in the 
US,, including one in neighboring 
Ohio, The flu has killed more than 
150 people in Mexico, but no deaths 
have been reported yet in the US, 
Meanwhile, Chicago’s Public 
Health Department is being del- 
uged with reports of possible swine 
flu cases. Chief Medical Officer Dr. 
Susan Gerber is calling it “an out- 
break of awareness,”

Schools may cash in on ‘Nightmare’ 


‘A Nightmare on Elm Street” has become a 
grisly Hollywood dream for two northwest 
suburban high schools, which are negotiat- 
ing to host production for a remake of the 
slasher flick. 

The filmmakers have taken an interest in 
Elk Grove and Hersey High Schools, offi- 
cials said. Venetia Miles, spokeswoman for 
District 214, said administrators are treating 
the request as a facility rental— as though it 
had come from a local baseball league or cul- 
tural group. 


The 1984 R-rated original and its seven 
sequels featured plenty of carnage at the 
razor- tipped fingers of Freddy Krueger, but 
school board members said the film’s subject 
matter was not their concern. 

“It’s more of a business relationship,” said 
board member Bill Dussling. 

Betsy Steinberg of the Illinois Film Office 
said quibbles about scripts rarely derail loca- 
tion deals. “Much more often than not, loca- 
tions think it’s fun and exciting, and they’re 
making money,” she said. 


More than 60 religious leaders in Illinois are call- 
ing on state senators this week to pass a bill that 
would allow patients to use medical marijuana 
with a doctor’s recommendation and without 
criminal consequences. 

“Medical marijuana is an issue of mercy and 
compassion,” said Rev Bill Pyatt of the First 
United Methodist Church of Carthage. “We 
pray that the Illinois legislature will have the 
compassion to stop this war on patients.” 

Many religious leaders also hope the discussion 
about easing restrictions on marijuana use will 
widen the conversation about treating illegal drug 
use as a public health issue instead of a crime. 

Religious proponents of the Senate bill, which 
is expected to be decided before Thursday, say 
although medical marijuana use and decriminal- 
ization of drug use are related, they are separate 
issues. 

Several studies suggest that marijuana can mit- 
igate nausea, pain and anxiety for patients with 
illnesses such as HIV, cancer, multiple sclerosis 
and chronic pain. Theological arguments are 
based on these findings. 

Denominations with official positions sup- 
porting medical marijuana include the United 
Methodist Church, Presbyterian Church 
(USA), Union for Reform Judaism, Unitarian 
Universalist Association, Episcopal Church, and 
United Church of Christ. 

If passed, the legislation would create a three- 
year pilot program allowing the state Department 
of Public Health to give registry identification 
cards to people with doctor’s recommendations 
for cannabis. Eligible patients would be entitled 
to seven dried cannabis plants and 2 ounces of 
dried usable cannabis. 

Illinois State Police oppose the bill, say- 
ing there is no way to measure impairment for 
enforcement of DUI laws and calling marijuana 
a gateway drug.

FCC ban 
on cursing 

B WASHINGTON Tlie Supreme Court 
on Tuesday uplield tlie Federal 
Communications Commission ban on one- 
time utterances of certain expletives over the 
nation’s airwaves, but held out the possibility 
that such a policy eventually might not sur- 
vive constitutional scrutiny 

The court’s narrow, 5-4 ruling said the 
FCC— prompted by celebrities cursing on 
TV— was within its powers when it changed 
its policy in 2004 and subjected broadcasters 
to fines of up to $325,000 for allowing the use 
of certain expletives on the air. 

“The commission could reasonably con- 
clude that the pervasiveness of foul language, 
and the coarsening of public entertainment in 
other media such as cable, justify more strin- 
gent regulation of broadcast programs so as 
to give conscientious parents a relatively safe 
haven for their children,” Justice Antonin 
Scalia wrote for the majority “We decline to 
substitute our judgment for that of the agency 
and we find the commission’s orders neither 
arbitrary nor capricious.” 

For years, the FCC had let one-time use 
of obscenities slide. But a series of events 
brought pressure on the agency to change its 
policy 

Scalia recounted some of them from the 
bench Tuesday morning, substituting what he 
said “we will call the F-word and the S-word” 
for the expletives themselves. 

First, there was Cher, who responded 
to her critics after winning an award at the 
2002 Billboard Music Awards by saying, to 
use Scalia’s alternative, “So f’em.” Celebrity 
Nicole Richie complained on air that getting 
the S-word out of a Prada purse was not so 
“f’ing simple,” Scalia recalled.

SHOULDERS 

The shoulder area includes the deltoids 
and underlying rotator cuff. These muscles 
give shape and contour to the arms, and 
provide stability to the shoulder joint. 

Toned shoulders draw the eyes upward 
and attention away from trouble spots, and 
widening this area gives the appearance of 
a smaller waist, hips and/or thighs. Exercises 
for the shoulders include: 

Shoulder press: Place dumbbells on top 
of the shoulders, palms either facing one 
another, or facing forward. Press dumbbells 
slowly overhead until arms are almost fully 
extended and then slowly lower. 

Front, side and reverse raises: To work the 
front and sides of the shoulders, lift weights 
with extended arms to the front or sides of 
your body. To work the rear deltoids, bend 
from the waist and lift weights toward the 
back of your body. 

Rotator cuff: Grasp one end of a resistance 
band and pin your elbow to your side. 

With elbow in place, pull the band outward 
(external rotation). For internal rotation, 
simply pull the band toward the body 
instead of away from it, keeping the elbow 
in place. 

BICEPS 

Located on the front of the upper arm, the 
biceps run from the shoulder to the elbow. 
Exercises for the biceps include: 

Curls: Start with arms extended and at your 
sides, palms facing forward (most common) 
or facing one another (hammer curls). 
Keeping the elbows pinned to your sides, 
begin moving weights up toward the front 
of the shoulders and slowly lower. 

TRICEPS 

The triceps are located on the back of 
the upper arm and are responsible for 
extending the elbow, allowing you to 
straighten your arm. One of the best 
exercises for the triceps is: 

The pushdown: Use a cable machine with a 
rope attachment, or if at home, a resistance 
band, placing it at a point higher than the 
top of your head. Standing or seated, grasp 
the ends of the rope or band and bring 
your elbows to your sides. Keeping elbows 
in place throughout each repetition, push 
downward until your arms are extended, and 
then slowly return to the starting position.

Vegetarians 
meet their match 

A friend of mine who recently became a 
vegetarian asked me why there aren't more 
wine pairing recommendations for vegetarian 
dishes. She found that many wine suggestions 
were geared toward meat-based dishes. 

As an omnivorous wine professional, it 
never occurred to me to address the wine 
needs of vegetarians specifically, but I 
resolved to be more inclusive. 

With meat-based dishes, you can at least 
follow some general guidelines for pairing 
the wine to the type of protein: heavy reds 
go with red meat, lighter reds go with poul- 
try and white wines go with fish. You make 
adjustments according to the cooking meth- 
od and sauce. The same could be said for veg- 
gie-based dishes, but since you don't have an 
easily identifiable protein it's best to focus on 
the preparation technique and seasonings. 

Take the major flavor component of the 
dish and compare or contrast it with the 
major component of the wine. For example, 
a portobello mushroom that has been 
charred and grilled over a smoky flame can 
easily handle a sturdy red; a tangy white 
would be a better match if the same mush- 
room were served raw with a vinegary green 
salad. Here are a few more guidelines for 
vegetarian wine pairings, 

» Light and citrusy whites such as sauvignon blanc, pinot grigio, 
gruner veltliner and albarino are best served with any type of dish on 
which you would squeeze a lemon, 

j*The fruitiness of riesling and gewurztraminer can be used to coun- 
teract the effects of spicy foods or match their sweetness, 

» Richer, buttery whites such as chardonnay are tasty with anything 
that you would serve with a buttery sauce such as creamy pastas, 

» Light and tart reds such as pinot noir and sangiovese are great 
matches for tomato-based dishes.
